“F lats nec-J not answer.” 
Doth of the aboves are commonly seen 
in advertisements lor rooms or board, and 
both go to ¡'rove that people living in 
tlats are accus mod to take in one or more 
lodgers, and also that people advertising 
for rooms or board may wish to become 
occupants of flats in preference to houses. 
It is also quite common to read advertise­ 
m ents from people livin g in flats express­ 
ing a desire to take in a boarder or lodger. 
And wherefore ? 
There are wherefores— many as 
the 
varying em otions which fluctuate in the 
human breast and actuate hum anity to 
action. 
W ithin the last fortnight two persons 
knowing nothing of each other have e x ­ 
pressed to me the same sentim ent in 
sligh tly different language. 
First speaker: 
“I want a home.” 
Par­ 
ticular stress on home. 
Second speaker: “I do so want a home.” 
Special emphasis on so. 
Both were single men. 
A single woman may make a home and 
som etimes does make it. 
A ladv journalist having a fair support, 
became thoroughly tired of ball-room life. 
N othing venture, nothing have. 
Some 
hundred dollars would furnish a flat and 
she would take in occupants, by means of 
which the burden of rent would be ligh t­ 
ened, and some companionship in health, 
some kindly aid in sickness be obtainable. 
Forty dollars per month secured a mod­ 
estly genteel suite of six rooms and bath. 
One bed-room opened on the parlor, an­ 
other on the dining-room, and there re­ 
mained the servant’s room, a sm all annex 
to the kitchen. 
Here she found herself 
somewhat in the condition of the man 
who wanted to cross a river with a fox, a 
chicken and some other incumbrance, onlv 
one o f w hich could be taken at a trip. 
T he details escape, but the memory of 
perplexing situations resulting from" the 
fox and the chicken being left alone to­ 
gether, ami 
other 
like complications, 
brought much disturbance to a youthful 
brain. 
Everybody probably knows the 
story and will remember that finally all 
were brought over in safety. 
Our heroine wished of course to rent the 
front bedroom to a gentlem an whose de­ 
sirability would consist in the fact of his 
absence— in other words, he would be 
“goue all day.” 
Understanding was to be 
had that in case of visitors he wxs to en­ 
sconce him self in the dining-room till 
their departure. 
But to prevent scandal, 
the presence of a third party was essential 
and who was that party to "lie and where 
bestowed, since if the rear bedroom was 
let, then but the servant girl’s room re­ 
m ained. 
To offer the servant girl’s room 
to a second lodger m ight be taken as an 
insult and she scarcely cared for the kind 
lodger who would occupy it. 
A dvertising brought a single gentlem an 
w illin g to comply with terms: lie was to 
pay $•"> per week and the prospective rent 
fell from *40 per month 
to a little below 
*20. 
But the tug was to come in regard 
to the rear bedroom, she having settled 
on the servant’s room for herself. 
Great 
were the risks. 
A single woman m ight 
worry 
her to d ea th ; a married couple 
eq u a lly ; a single woman would fill the 
parlor with beaux; an elderly one m ight 
tie crabbed. 
A young man would hardly 
come at all, and if at all, would be little 
better than an untamed zebra. 
Then there was the kitchen. 
People 
who m ight live peaceably together for 
years in parlor or sitting-room life, m ight 
fall out in a kit chen. One would want to fry 
when the other would broil; to lioil when 
the other would bake; com plications were 
ready to arise on every hand, and the one 
course left was to face them. 
A young couple lately landed from Eng­ 
land and si. .rt if cash, were eager to ob­ 
tain shelter where the wife could by cook­ 
ery save exp: n-e-s 
T he lapse of a month beheld a happy 
fam ily. T he lady journalist, with wonder­ 
ful ingenuity, had bestowed herself, her 
literary and personal belongings in the 
little kitchen annex, which held likew ise 
a bed and bedding. 
True, the bed folded 
Up by day, and took up little more room 
than a plank which was stood end up lie- 
side a bureau, on which the bedding was 
folded and ¡died neatly, while a draperv 
hid all from sight, leaving visible only two 
chairs and a desk. 
“My little writing-room,” as she could 
now call it.

Here e rnes in. moreover, the man's op­ 
portunity. 
W hat may not be tolerated 
trom the personage who changes $40 to 
less than $20. trot once, but twelve tim es a 
year. 
The flat becomes his sm all domain 
whereiu he may stride back and forth, say 
he wants th:s and 
must have that, and 
doesn't like this and can’t tolerate that, 
and this and that are ordered to his lik ­ 
ing. 
H e has the home with none of its 
burdens or responsibilities; he has home 
care in sickness, home entertainment When 
be is well. 
In a bachelor apartment house 
he Ls insignificant among manv; here he is 
the one magnate of the premises. 
There 
are men, therefore, who make a specialty 
of ,his kind of life and thev are serpents 
o f wisdom. 
' 
It may hardly be necessary to add that 
an avoidance of men is a corner-stone of 
lielief in the tribe who, with all due re- 
sqiect for decorum, settle down to flat life. 
Two suns cannot shine with untarnished 
brilliancy at the same time; each typical 
man, it may :.e taken for granted, feels it 
h is province to enact the luminary to 
feminine existence about him, and that 
there are et: ugh such luminaries in the 
vortex of the metropolis to form a special 
class is an incontrovertible fact. 
T hey are useful, too, in their wav, a 
take for exam ple the case of the ladv 
journa ist wanting a home. 
H er front 
lodger became the key-note of the whole 
concern, without whom and his $5 per 
week all and each m ight have come to 
grief. 
H e made three other ¡leople com­ 
fortable besides him self, and that is doing 
much in the world. 
In proportion as advantages to a man 
may be sre.it, however, so, per contra, it 
can readily be im agined how direful may 
be the woes in case o f a wrong selection. 
A mother and daughter, two sisters, two 
friends, the two or three somebodies to 


whom he is “the lodger" may divert them ­ 
selves all day by an inspection of iiis pock­ 
ets and other personal 
belongings, and 
bring wretchedness to his evenings by 
superfluity of attentions. 
T he ru'e of a 
despot is not without its drawbacks, and 
the man who proposes to encounter them 
must face and overcome them . 
H e can do so only by fleeing from them . 
H e must make up his mind in this search 
after happiness to tread on 
briers and 
stumble on thorny places. 
But 
he has 
the remedy. 
T he expressman stands his 
friend and w ill transport him elsew here 
for less than a dollar. 
Let him lay aside so many dollars, 
many episodes, so many trunk packings 
F in ally he w ill strike the right ¡dace and 
having struck it, let him , as the reward of 
many flights, wear finally the crown o f 
victory and K ing regnant, lord it over one 
or more women ready at all hours to 
his bidding. 
F ive dollars per week, moreover, is by 
no means a lim itation to his expenses, but 
a modestly genteel beginning. 
From that 
figure he can ascend to various bights and 
rule over subjects of vat ions conditions. 
Elegancies are his, provided he pays for 
them, and many are they who would w ill­ 
ingly sacrifice home privacy for apparent 
elegance.

Greek method, which produced the finest 
models of the human form ever yet devel­ 
oped. 
Grace, lightness, buoyancy, the ac­ 
companiments of perlect health o f mind 
and body, both acting together, are the 
results attained. 
These w ill be shown in 
the jiose, the carriage and the walk. 
She 
holds that any exercise which does not 
engage co-operation of the soul or mind of 
the person is not beneficial exercise, and 
beeames a burden rather than a help. She 
uses no im plem ents like the dumb-bells or 
anything of that sort. 
Some people, when walking, try to keep 
up with their feet.

WE CAN ALL AGREE 
W ith Miss Thomas that there is yet a 
wide field for her labors. 
“Look at the 
boys and girls in our schools,” she says, 
“they are puny, pale-faced creatures, with 
no energy beyond 
that which conqiels 
them to conqiete with their equally puny 
classmates for the honors of commence­ 
ment day.” 
Miss Thomas says that this all conies 
from a mistaken idea of education. 
The 
pur¡xise of education is to bring about an 
equal developm ent of 
mind, soul and 
liody, so that they can work together w ith 
harmony. 
There should be no abnormal 
growth of any one function. 
They should 
all lie jierfectlv balanced. 
But as" long as 
the present school system prevails, w ith­ 
out modification, there can be no regular 
developm ent. 
T he error is growing be­ 
cause the curriculum is constantly being 
widened. 
She says: 
“The first thing any one of my pupils 
learn is the natural jiose, or the jiose of 
strength. 
There are few 
indeed 
who 
know how to stand in an easy position, or 
w ithout fatigue. 
In the posé I teach, the 
object is to get a proper distribution of 
the avordupois on the bony structure, and 
to have each joint set jierfectly in its 
socket. 
T his prevents fatigue, and is the 
key to future graceful movement. 
Then 
comes the strong exercise where the pupil 
makes every muscle tense, the mind work­ 
ing sim ultaneously through every part of 
the body, and not allow ing a few muscles 
to do all the work.” 
Then exercises have been arranged, all 
of which bring in every m uscle of the en­ 
tire liodv as far as possible. 
The thing 
most striven after is lightness, buoyancy 
and a perfect mental control. 
There can 
lie no lightness where there is no strength. 
To lie 
springy and buoyant one must 
have a sense of power. 
Miss Thomas never tells anyone to put 
his or her shoulders back, least of all a 
child. 
Ou the contrary, she says, “Throw 
out the hips.’’ 
Then you have ease and 
strength in ¡lerfect pose, and the body is 
made a splendid pedestal for the head. 
M iss Tliomas is an enthusiastic patron of 
the circus, and she has seen every equi­ 
librist, every trapez performer and’ every 
tumbler of note in the country. 
She gave 
a number of lectures at Ocean Grove last 
summer, where she was very popular. 
Once she said to an audience of good 
people at the Grove ■ 
“ If you want to see what can be done 
with the human body, go to a circus.” 
Some of the long faces grew longer at 
this advice, and a good many of the people 


looked a little bit shocked. 
Miss Thomas 
noticed this. 
“AA ell,” she said, “if you won’t go to 
anybody eles’s circus, get up one of your 
own. 
But until you do 1 shall have to 
recommend Barnum’s.” 


REPAIRING DRESSES. 
It is rarely that a dress which is fre­ 
quently worn can be used throughout the 
season without requiring a certaiu amount 
of repairing. A new braid, facing, buttons, 
collar, and possibly new sleeves may be 
required. 
The dress should be thoroughly 
dusted and the old braid ripped oft' care­ 
fully not to cut or tear the goods. If there 
must be new facing remove the old, and 
brush the goods and linings inside and out. 
ll there are ruchings or plaitings, baste 
them carefully in their folds or creases, 
then rip oflf and put them away where 
they w ill not lie handled. 
There is a right and a wrong way to do 
everything, and putting on a dress braid is 
no exception. 
The outside, lining and 
facing should be basted very closelv and 
evenly together, and any irregi ’ 'rities 
must lie trimmed off. 
If properL 
made 
in the first instanae the outside fabric is 
the proper one to cut by. 
Baste the . raid 
upon the outside of the skirt, the edge of 
the braid just a trifle back from the edge 
of the skirt. 
Stitch the braid close to the 
edge, turn it over and hein down on the 
wrong side. 
If'th e plailings or ruchings need re- 
hem ing or have frayed edges, repair them 
and put them on as before. 
T he marks of 
the stitches will be an excellent guide. 
If 
the buttons are worn, replace them . N oth­ 
ing gives a garment a more shabby appear­ 
ance than ragged buttons. 
Crochet but­ 
tons may be easily repaired by sewing on 
the covers and taking button-’hole stitches 
where they are broken. 
More than one 
ingenious needle-woman has 
made odd 
buttons when none could be fouud to match. 
A spool of coarse buttou-hole twist, and 
the ball of wood which forms the founda­ 
tion of the button, is all that is required. 
Sew a few fine threads through and through 
around the button, which generally has a 
hole through the middle, and with the 
twist make a single stitch through these 
threads at one end of the ball, and fasten 
the silk securely. 
Sew in another stitch, 
leaving a very sm all loop at the side, then 
another, and so on until there is a row of 
loops all around the stitch in the middle. 
Put the needle through the loops and draw 
up the threads, making row after row, un­ 
til a sufficient number are made to cover 
up the button. 
Draw a strong thread 
through all of the loops and gathern them 
up, fastening them securely, and sewing 
the twist in by taking several stitches in 
the gathered-up ¡lortion. 
T his will give a 
sort of eye by which the button may be 
sewed upon the garment. 
Sleeves, if it is Jjbcessarv 
tc 
remove 
them entirely, may Be made to advantage 
by cutting new under parts from the up­ 
pers, which are, in ordinary styles, much 
larger. 
Press out the lin in g or outside if 
the sleeves fit well, and use it for a pat­ 
tern. 
N ote just how it w:is sewed in to 
the waist, and make marks at the seams 
that the new one may fit in the same way. 
The collar may be replaced by a new one 
of the same style, or the neck may he 
furnished with a narrow binding and a 
fancy collar with plastron added. 
Many ladies have new dresses made 
without such fancy finish, preferring to 
use the various accessories 
upon 
cos­ 
tumes that are a trifle out of style, or that 
need other than their own charms to 
set them off 
If the m aterial is some­ 
what 
heavy, 
a 
collar 
may 
he made 
with canvas interlining and sewed to the 
dress, the silk lining to he put on after­ 
ward and hemmed down. 
A moment’s ex ­ 
amination of any of the fashionable jack­ 
ets, especially those without linings, will 
illustrate this fashion of putting on a 
collar better than any written description 
of m ine could do. 


BENEFITS OF A CHANGE. 
Do we realize the benefit we m ight re­ 
ceive from more frequent changes in the 
routine of daily life?

another round of tasks, but a regular de­ 
parture from 
the household routine, a 
turning of one’s back u¡ion the house and 
and its contents, and a going to see some 
one who lives in a diflerent style. 
The 
steps taken hour after hour, the same tasks 
performed dav after day, the same objects 
accomplished week after week, the same 
furniture in the same place month after 
month— all these make us creatures of rou­ 
tine, and wear out our mental energies 
(or, rather, they rust or rub out), de­ 
crease our physical forces and destroy our 
¡lower of creating happiness, lioth for our­ 
selves and others. 
AVe cannot always get 
away from the home routine long enough to 
visit or make a lengthy stay in other towns 
than our own ; where we can enjoy the 
advantages of lectures, music, sociai enter­ 
tainm ents or contact with new friends, but 
it lies not without the power of anyone to 
make some change in one’s manner of liv ­ 
ing. Even a slight change is often produc­ 
tive of some good, if it be frequently made. 
A social chat is a change from the home 
quiet, or if the children are “noisy” at 
home, why then, the call upon the neigh­ 
bor may bring quiet and rest. 
Running out into the fresh air freshens 
not only the lungs but the w hole system. 
A daily exercise in the open air, if only 
to walk around one’sow n yard,or to sweep 
off the door ste¡>s, is a preventive of “blue­ 
ness,” and a better “home remedy” than 
“liver pills” or doses of any kind. 
If it 
lie so stormy that one cannot go out for 
the daily walk, one can ventilate the 
house thoroughly, and take a longer walk 
when it is clear again. 
It is essential to the housekeeper’s suc­ 
cess that she should go away from home 
occasionally. 
She not only more highlv 
appreciates her home work 
when she 
comes back to it, hut finds that the entire 
fam ily appreciates her after her absence 
front them. 
Now, 
if you are “tired and sick” of 
housework, go away from it on a visit if 
you can do so, but if you cannot accom­ 
plish this without previously doing double 
the duty and lying awake at night to 
wonder what w ill transpire w hile you are 
away, then don’t go, but make the most of 
the little opportunities for change and 
rest which may come, and get into the 
fresh air every day.

T his is the 
manner two great musicians go to re­ 
hearsal : 
Tinte, 1 p. M. yesterday; scene, 
Auditorium; Herr D’Albert, accompanied 
by his wife and manager, is driven up to 
the grand entrance in a carriage and is as­ 
sisted to alight as daintily as if lie had 
been 
a woman. 
T he party enters the 
Auditorium , and with scarcely a sign of 
recognition to the musicians on the stage, 
he seats him self at the piano aud signifies 
to Conductor Rosenbecker that he is ready 
to begin. 
W hen the first number was 
completed he was ready for the next w ith­ 
out a m inute’s rest. 
It is evident that to 
D’Albert rehearsals are a bore to be got 
through with as soon as possible. 
Senor Sarasate, with his violin box in 
his hand, walks from 
his hotel to the 
Auditorium, and comes in by the stage en­ 
trance on M ichigan avenue. 
H e walks 
across the stage in a matter-of-fact way, 
and cordially nods to the members of the 
orchestra. 
T he cheapest fiddler in town 
could not have outdone this great violinist 
in the quietness of his entrance to a re­ 
hearsal. 
In a m inute his ove.coat and hat 
are discarded, his violin is in his hand, and 
he is ready. 
A German m usician who came in late 
occupied twice the tim e in preparing to 
draw his liow Sarasate did. 
T he first number is completed. 
The 
forty musicians gathered on the stage, who 
had made no sign of approval when D’A l­ 
bert was at the piano, now burst into ap­ 
plause. The fiddlers’ claque, striking their 
violin with the liow, echoed through the 
great hall. 
It was hero-worship of the 
exalted kind. They recognized their king 
in music. 
Then Signor Sarasate runs through a 
selection from “Faust.” 
T he wonderful 
power of the violin in expressing emotion 
in the hands of its master reveals a new 
world to the orchestra. 
Thev ¡day as they 
never played before. 
W hen the last note 
dies away bows are nearly broken over 
violins. Signor Sarasate acknowledges the 
homage with a sm ile and kindly recogni­ 
tion. 
Then he m ingles among them, and 
they feel that alter all they were of the 
same calling. 
A CRUEL JOKE.

the 
members of 
Ktralfy’s 
“W ater Queen” company, that has just 
closed an engagement at the Grand, says 
the Chicago Tribune. 
Joe H alliw ell, who 
plays Mopsus, the low comedy part, carries 
around with him in the play a flask sup­ 
posed to contain whisky. 
It doesn't, how­ 
ever, as may be imagined, from the fact 
that in the second act he gives it to Ida, a 
water nym ph, who, much to his disgust, 
drinks three-fourths of it. 
It is supposed 
to be her first taste of any mortal’s drink, 
and the business requires that she shall 
show a strong liking for it and drink it 
nearly all. 
W ell, not long ago some joker substituted 
a flask o f real 
whisky for the prepared 
stu ff 
Moreover, it was the kind known as 
“Essence of F ile,” that tears your throat 
up into strips as it goes down. 
A t the 
proper tim e Mopsus took it out and took a 
sip. 
H e looked startled, and 
the tears 
came into his eyes as the- stuff burned its 
way down. 
H e recovered himself, how­ 
ever, sm iled, and invited Ida to have 
some. 
She went through the lines called 
for, and then took the flask. 
She put it to 
her lips, and the next instant great, hot 
tears were running down her cheeks. 
She just looked at Mopsus once, and he 
moved a little further away. 
But she 
bravely went through w ith her part. 
She 
said “Yum, yum ,” and sm iled, w hile the 
tears still stood in her eyes. But she didn’t 
drink any more. 
She put the bottle to her

W hen sailors were 
sailors, and not lob-lolly boys, the stage 
was enriched by their presentation. 
They 
were generous, whole-souled, self-sacrific­ 
ing and heroic. 
T hey always rescued per­ 
secuted damsels, paid oil hard-hearted 
creditors aud dei.ed ruthless, unrelenting 
landlords. 
N o one could make love upon 
the stage h alf as earnestly or as qulcklv as 
the sailor, especially if "lie were a blue- 
water man, and none but blue-water men 
ever achieved great popularity in the 
drama. 
Soldiers were nowhere 
beside 
sailors, unless the army fellows were offi­ 
cers, when they were either remorseless 
roues, or all 
that was gentle, noble and 
chivalric. 
Stage dialects are truly extraordinary 
and have been so for ages. 
A ll provincial 
English dialects insist upon running into 
a so-called A orkshire lingo which 
is ut­ 
terly unlike the talk of the Ridings, and 
the Irish brogue is the one thing over 
and over again, 
with the only varying 
singsong slowness or rapidity of utterance. 
French dialect is like everything but the 
broken language of the Gaul, and all our 
own country dialects become either wildly 
Yankee or outrageously 
W estern. 
Of 
course, there are exceptional instances, but 
they only go to strengthen the rule that 
dramatic dialect is stage technicality nar­ 
rowed into a few forms. 


STAGE PREPARATION. 
\ \ hat queer preparations some actors 
make for their roles! 
A member of the 
Amberg troupe tells me that llerrP ossart, 
before stepping on the stage, bends his 
body forward until it forms a" right angle 
with his legs, shakes his head vigorously, 
and then stands up straight again. H e has 
thus thrown off his own individuality and 
taken on that of the character which he is 
to play. It is no longer Possart who stands 
before you, hut Fabricius, Shy lock, Belt r­ 
ends, Bernick, or whatever his role of the 
evening may be.— The Epoch.

“ Dr. H opkins’ letter in your issue of Feb­ 
ruary 1st, and the quotation from Dr. AIc- 
Cosb, that he ‘would like to have a shorter 
and sim pler creed than the AA'estminster 
Confession, at the same tim e containing 
all the saving truths embraced in the con­ 
sensus of the Churches,’ rem ind me of a 
little incident that occurred som e years 
ago. 
A Presbyterian I).D , from th e State 
of Princeton, had wandered into the wilds 
of Central Pennsylvania, where he met a 
friend of mine, and of Dr. H opkins. 
In 
the course of conversation he remarked 
that he ‘had often wished for a brief and 
clear authoritative statem ent o f the doc­ 
trine of the Incarnation.’ 
‘ W hy, it seems 
to me,’ answered our friend, ‘tha’t we could 
hardly ask for any better than we h a v e : 
“ T he only begotten Son of God, begotten 
of H is Father before all worlds, God of 
God, L ight of Light, very God of very 
God, begotten not made, being of one sub­ 
stance with the Father, 
by whom all 
things were made : who for us men and for 
our salvation came down from heaven, and 
was incarnate by the H oly G host of the 
A’irgin Alary, and was made man.’” 
‘Ah,’ 
said he, ‘that’s very good. 
AVhere did you 
get it? ’ ” 


The Central West (Pres.) savs: “ AVe have 
already quoted Dr. Schaff against him self 
in the matter of the ‘elect-infant’ clause in 
chaper 10, section 3, of the Confession. H e 
has laid him self open to an equally severe 
and dam aging arraignment in h'is state­ 
ments touching the decree of reprobation 
and preterition. 
AVriting to the New 
York Evangelist in November last in the 
interest of revision, he asserts that the 
G allican, Belgic, Second H elvetic, First 
Scotch and I)ort Symbols ‘are silent on the 
decree of reprobation and preterition.’

THE REMOVAL OF CHINATOWNS. 


The Supervisors of Sar. Francisco have 
passed an ordinance for the removal of 
Chinatown from the heart of the city. 
It 
provides that after sixty days it shall be 
unlawful for Chinese to reside or do busi­ 
ness in the locality where they now have 
their quarters. A specific locality is de-ig- 
uated, to which they may remove. 
T hat the removal of Chinatown from 
the heart of the- metropolis would be a 
public good, no one doubts. 
So, too, a 
like removal of the Chinese quarter from 
the heart of this .city would be beneficent 
action. 
But it is very much more than 
doubtful it the S in Francisco ordinance 
can be enforced. 
All ihe probabilities are 
that it will be pronounced unconstitutional 
and in derogation of treaty rights. 
It 
makes no difference w hatever th at our 
own people in China are by the Im perial 
iiovernm ent confined to certain narrow 
lim its of residence, ar.d have not, as have 
the Chinese in America, the privilege of 
residence in any part of the country. 
The 
treaty lights regarding Chine-e w ith us 
guarantees to them as broad liberties as 
are enjoyed by any other foreigners. 
B ut it i- probably not doubted by any 
lawyer, that the ordinance is unecustitu- 
tijn n l because 
discrim inating 
for one 
thing, and for several other reasons. T hat 
police health regulations may be enforced 
against the Chinese quarter, no one ques­ 
tions, but to 
decree 
absolute removal 
assumes fur municipal authority a power 
wnich it is up.likely it possesses. 
If the 
city of >.ni 1 lauci.,, ) can com¡>el Chinese 
residents to cease doing business w ithin 
the city limits, or to coniine their business 
to cerh.iii remote quarters, it Las tne 
power to issue sim ilar decrees against 
German. French. Irish, Russian, Spanish 
and all ether ah .-ii residents, and the ex­ 
istence of such authority is inconceivable. 
All that may be done against the C hi­ 
nese is to compel them to conform as 
strictly to health, ¡«dice ami other ordi- 
uan.es, as is required of others. 
It has for many years been a common 
ar ruraent at the Ka-t th at the California 
Chinese «¡starters ar-e w hat they are—nui­ 
sances and a public sliame—because we 
It «ve not er red to require tiie Chinese to 
obey sanitary and ether 
regulations of 
good town and municipal government. 
It 
lias oeen freely charged th at we have l>eeii 
thus derelict because we ¡ referred to use 
the Chinese quarters as argum ents in .-up- 
port ol the anti-Chinese cau.-e. 
How un­ 
true all this is, Californians well know. 1 
I he difficulty, aln.'ist impossibility, of en­ 
forcing health and other regulative laws 
in Chinese quarters in the past, every c iti­ 
zen of California knows. 
Does it follow 
therefore, that we must endure the inflic­ 
tion of filth, shamelessness and defiance of 
the local and State laws in these C hina­ 
towns? 
We think not. 
W hile it h:u 
been next to impossible in the past to 
compel oliedience on the part of the C hi­ 
nese to the sanitary laws, the conditions 
are now such, or becoming tuch rapidlv, 
th at reform may be prosecuted in Chinese 
quarters. 
Vigorous effort ir. that direc­ 
tion will now be met with greater success 
than ever before, since the unrestricted 
im migration of Chinese is checked. Those 
with us by long residence become in a de­ 
gree more fam iliar with our sy teni and 
more impressed with respect for otir laws, 
or rather for the force that is behind 
them.

i he meerschaum comes to the workman 
in all kinds of shapes and sizes, and he 
makes the most of the piece in his hand 
according to his skill. 
It is a species of 
clay, not soft and pliable, nor dissolvable 
like kaoline. 
It retains its shape and 
when softened by the absorption of water 
can he cut almost as easily as cheese. The 
workman sees in the lump an anim al, a 
head, a figure or a landscape, and after 
blocking it out turns and perforates the 
interior of ttye bowl. 
W hen finished the 
pipe is.put into an oven and left to dry for 
several'hours. 
Then the parts th at need 
polishing are attended to by girls, and 
where there is no carving the whole bowl 
is polished. 
The girls use N ature’s file, 
the first discovered by mau—the bullrush. 
This gives a beautiful surface aud the pipe 
is then ready for the final process, the 
wax bath. 
ih e bath reveals whatever imperfections 
there may be in the m aterial, such as 
flaws, veins or cracks, and determines the 
quality, which may be creamy, mottled, 
coarse or fine. 
If a meerschaum pipe were 
use in its natural state, it would never 
show any color, and would soon become 
soiled, just like a clav pipe. 
AH this is 
prevented by the wax, which fills the 
pores on the outside and gives the m eer­ 
schaum a kind of enamel, keeps back the 
oil of tobacco, and shows the beautiful 
color so highly prized. 
A new pipe should never be smoked out 
of doors in very cold weather, uor laid oil 
cold m arble or glass, as frost is apt to 
check or crack the meerschaum, especially 
when it is very fine, but these cracks gen­ 
erally extend only as deep as the ivax- 
coating. 
_ So far as known, meerschaum is found 
in no other part of the world than the 
pretty little village of Rskischia, in Asi­ 
atic Turkey. 
T he component parts of 
meerschaum are said to be magnesia silex 
and flint, and sometimes traces of iron, 
earth and other minerals are found in it. 
Once upon a tim e it was death to the 
Christians to go near the mines, which go 
under the ground some th irty feet, and are 
aired and kept dry by a windmill. 
The 
in rk s do not believe in overproduction nor 
in flooding the m arket, and prices never 
come down, but generally have an upward 
tendency whenever tire Government needs 
a larger supply of funds, for the greatest 
expense in mining the production is the 
taxes of the Government. 
Tiie indolent 
natives mine for a couple of hours or so 
and then lie oil in the sun w ith their 
coffee and tobacco. 
W ith a knife they 
scrape off' the earth from the lum p tif 
meerschaum ; then they take the oily leaf 
of a tree which grows in the vicinity and 
rnh the lum p smooth and give it some­ 
thing of a polish. 
In this condition it is 
sold to the merchants. 
A m aterial very much like mereslianm 
is found in Spain and the U nited States, 
but it bears no comparison with the T urk­ 
ish meerschaum. 
The im itation meer­ 
schaum comes from the chips and shav­ 
ings of the genuine article. 
They are first 
ground or mashed into a ptilp and then 
m ixed w ith some binding chemicals so as 
to keep the molecules togetiigc 
The im­ 
itation can not retain the on of tobacco, 
and uusallv cracks when filled w ith nic­ 
otine. 
: 
_ A good meerschaum can l>e bought for 
$'J -50 or í¡¡. but those with good carving 
will cost 820, $2-5, $40 and $-50 each, and 
can lie made to run away above th at. The 
largest pipe ever manufactured in this 
country was put on exhibition last vear in 
the E x¡ osition. 
It is a bull's head, w ith 
ainliei- horns and mouthpiece, and is valued 
at $3,500.

The role of the American pres? iu the 
growth of journalism has been distinctly 
the development cf news-gathering as a 
business, leaving to the work of comment 
only a subordinate place, and, in fact, one 
might say a comparatively insignificant 
one. 
In American newspapers, too, the 
field in which news m aybe found has been 
greatly enlarged; a much larger class of 
facts is drawn on for letters and dispatches. 
News in the journalistic sense has never 
been clearly defined. 
Taken literally, 
news is anything that a man has not al­ 
ready h eard ; but no journal undertakes 
to supply him w ith news of this sort. The 
line has to be drawn somewhere between 
news which may be usefully and legiti­ 
m ately served up to him on his breakfast- 
fast table, and news which would either do 
him no good or to which he has no fair 
claim. W hen enterprise and business com­ 
petition are allowed to trace this line w ith­ 
out the control of either law or m orality, 
it is sure to have as many zizzags in it as 
there are journals, and it is equally sure 
that th e commercial result w ill iargelv de­ 
term ine the question of legitimacy iu the 
public eye. 
in a commercial country it is 
inevitable that the acquisition of money 
should be generally recognized, as it is 
the most easily recognized sign of success. 
As a consequence of this, the modes of ac­ 
quiring it which only offend against taste 
or discretion, and are not legally crim inal, 
are treated with considerable indulgence, 
or even, ¡11 some cases, call forth adm ira­ 
tion. 
N othing is more unreasonable, in 
truth, than the impatience of the Am eri­ 
can public with the excesses of the news- 
gathering departm ent of American jour­ 
nalism, considering the enormous rewards 
in money, and even insocial consideration, 
which it pays and has paid to those who 
work th?*? field with the least regard to the 
conventions.— E. L. Godkin in Xorth Amer­ 
ican Eevicxr.

HELD TO ANSWER. 


F reem a n to tie T ried for th e M urder o f 
M ark F een y. 
The exam ination of Charles Freem an on 
a charge of m urdering Mark Feeny, aiif.s 
“Shorty," a cook employed on S. Dekay’s 
ranch near Antelope, on the 6th instant, 
took place before Justice Baker yesterday 
in the Court-room of Departm ent One of 
the Superior Court. 
The prosecution was 
conducted by District Attorney Bruner, 
and the prisoner was defended by Charles 
N. Post. 
The room was crowded with 
spectators, including many residents of the 
locality in which the crime was committed. 
T he’defendant is quite a young m an, of 
light complexion, a little above medium 
hight, of spare build, arid probably would 
weigh about 105 pounds. His countenance 
and manner do not betoken the "bad m an” 
qualities with which he has been credited. 
His demeanor in Court was that of either 
an innocent man or one who—if guilty of 
so heinous and brutal a crime as that 
charged upon him —must be as devoid of 
conscience as a stone. 


TH E STOBY OS’ W ILKES. 
The first witness called by the prosecu­ 
tion was Archie Wilkes, the mau who was 
arrested at the same tim e Freem an was. 
He said that iiimself, Freem an and a man 
named 
Terrill 
were employed on the 
Dekay place, and Feeny was also engaged 
there as cook. On the day of the evening 
on which Feeny lost his life Terrill went 
to the D tkay home place, some miles off. 
That atternoon he and Freem an went to 
Antelope and returned about 10 o'clock at 
night. The cabin has three rooms—a sit­ 
ting-room. bed-room and kitchen. They 
both had shotguns with them, having done 
some shooting during the afternoon. Soon 
after they had entered the cabin Freem an 
commanded 
W ilkes lo 
take 
hold of 
“Shorty,” that he was going to 


“ d o a w a y w i t h h i m .” 
W ilkes said that he guessed Freem an 
was only joking, but the latter replied that 
he wasn't, aud if W ilkes'did not help him 
he would kill him , too. 
W iikts said he 
tried then to get away, but that Freem an 
attacked and beat him severely. 
H e then 
told "Shorty” to get up—that he was going 
to kill him , and Feeny replied, "A ll right. 
Charley.” 
\V ilkes then told how Freem an picked 
Feeny up, csrru d him outside and forced 
his head and shoulders down into a barrel 
of water and held him there for several 
minutes, finally leaving him th e r: dead. 
Freem an told W ilkes to go to Dekay's 
house and tell the family they had found 
Feeuv in the barrel, but instead he tcld the 
real facts. 
Dekay sent word to Roseville, 
and the next morning witness and Dekay 
went to the cabin and found Freem an un­ 
der arrest fay Constable Lamphrey. 
On cross-examination w itness'said that 
Feeny was a stuaii mau, fat gone with con­ 
sum ption, and did not struggle much when 
Freem en carried him to the barrel. 
He 
denied that he had ever said he would put 
Feeny out of the way. 


FREEM AN GETS NEBVOCS. 
Fred I'xiecke. who keeps the Tweive- 
Mile House, near the cabin, testifie i that 
Freem an called at hi3 house on the night 
of March 6th and told him the cook was 
dead. Freem an seemed very nervous snd 
witness gave him a drink, although be was 
then under the influence of liquor. 
W it­ 
ness dressed and went to the cabin with 
him , where they found Feeny in the bar­ 
rel and dead. They staid in the cabin a 
while, and as Freem an seemed nervous 
they went back to the saloon and got 
another drink. Returning to the cabin, 
Freem an got his shot gun and went into a 
bedroom and went to sleep. 
W itness said he staid up until Constable 
Lamphrey came. 
Mrs. Friecke testified to the fast of F ree­ 
m an calling and her husband going with 
him to the cabin. 


f r e e m a n ' s a r r e s t . 
George Lamphrey, the Roseville Consta­ 
ble, testified that he was informed by Rob­ 
ert Terrill on the n'ght of the m urder that 
a man had been killed at the cabin, and he 
went to the place. H e found Freem an 
lying asleep with a gun lying across his 
bieast. Another gun stood in the corner. 
Witness told Friecke, who was present, to 
take the guns away. The one in Freem an's 
possession was 
loaded. 
Freem an then 
awoke and recognized the witness. The 
latter asked him what he had been doing, 
and Freem an replied that he had been do­ 
ing nothing. 
W itness asked bim how 
about the man found in the barrel, and 
Freem an replied that ail he kuew about it 
was that they had found him there. 
He 
then rem arked that he would bet that 
Wilkes had gone to D rkay's place and 
charged him (Freeman) with the murder, 
although he had told him to tell Dekay 
they had found the body there. H e said 
W ilkes was drunk, aDd probably had 
charged him with killing the m an. " 


BLOOD IN TH E BEDROOM. 
Freem an then told witness of a fight he 
had had down at the bridge with Wilkes 
during the day. The body of the drowned 
man was not disturbed until Coroner Clark 
arrived. W hile witness was m aking an 
exam ination of the bedroom 
Freem an 
asked him if he wars looking for blood, and 
if so he would find none there. 
Witness 
did find iresli blood, however, on the floor 
and cn one of the beds. Freem an said they 
had picked some birds in ibe room four 
days before, nnd if the blood did not come 
from them he knew nothing about it. The 
blood-stained bed clothing was taken in 
charge by the Sheriff . 
Be!*,re the Coroner 
came witness and 
Freem an 
went 
to 
I'rieckc-'s saloon, and while there witness 
said to him that if his tight with Wilkes 
took placed down 3t the bridge, it cou’d not 
account for the blood in the room, and that 
if be could not account for it, it m ight go 
against him . 
Freeman said: “Well, if the fight did 
take place in the bedroom, w hat has that 
to do with the death of Mark Feeny ?” 
W itness then asked him if the tight did 
net take place in the bedroom, and Free­ 
man repiitd that lie was not going to talk 
about it—he would not commit himself. 


W ILK ES’ WOUNDS. 
Dr. C. B. Nichols, City Physician, was 
called and testified to having exam ined the 
person of Archie W ilkes in the county jail 
some days alter the tragedy. H e found a 
contusion and deep scalp wound on the top 
of the head. 
His nose was abo cut and 
there was a cut below one of uis eyes. One 
of his ears was badly lacerated. Ail the 
wounds had bled freely. 


T H 4T TROPOS ED WAKE. 
Chsrles Lewis, aged 16 years, testified 
that he had seen them at Antelope on the 
evening when Feeny met his death. 
He 
heard Freeman say to W ilkis that they 
were liable to have a wake over the cook. 
There were several persons present in the 
store at the time. 


OTHER TESTIMONY. 
Charles Milligan, a 
saloon-keeper 
at 
Antelope, also saw Freeman anti W ilkes in 
that village on the evening ot the tragedy. 
They were in I)al\ 's place. 
Witness asked 
Freeman if he hat! had his supper and he 
satd no. Witness asked hint who was do­ 
ing the cooking at the ranch and lie said 
"a little fellow who was nearly dead with 
consumption, ar.d they w ire liable to have 
a wake at any tim e.” 
A. Krithley, who was present, could not 
remember having heard anything that was 
said about the cook. 
George Daly testified that he bad known 
Mark feeny and identified the bodv at the 
inquest. 
At this point the prosecution closed, and 
the Court took a recess. 
NO DEFENSE M„DE 
W hen the Court met in the afternoon 
Mr. Post said the defense had decided not 
to oltsr any testimony, as be wa3 satisfied 
the Court would, on W ilkes’ statem ent, 
hold Freeman to answer. 
The District Attorney then 
formally 
moved that Freeman be held for m urder, 
without bail, which was done. 
Wilkes was required to give a $500 bond 
for his ap.pearance as a witness at the trial.

One day a sensational affair oc­ 
curred in '.b“ store of C harles Crocker, on J 
street near E ighth. 
It appears th at F red ­ 
erick ltevere, a clerk in the store, had en ­ 
croached upon th ed o aiesric rela'io n s of J. 
N. H orne, and th e la ter went to the store 
an d publicly co w b iJei Kevere. 
H orne 
had in :¿;s possesuon a letter writ en by 
R evere to Mrs. H orne, th en iu Sao F rau - 
cisc •, an i Revere had to acknow le :ge its 
authorship.

H ow ever, the little new spaper m an was 
all grit, and ftnullv nut his burlv assailant 
to flight. 
Q uite a lively earthquake was ex­ 
perienced .ti this ciiy on the m orning of 
M arch 15, lSfjO.

T he exam ination of C harles F reem an on 
a charge of m urdering M ark Feeny, alias 
‘ S horty," a cook em ployed on S. D ekay’s 
ranch near A ntelope, on the 6th in stan t, 
look place before Justice B aker yesterday 
in th e C curt-room of D epartm ent O ne of 
the Superior Court. 
T he prosecution was 
conducted by D istrict A ttorney B runer, 
and the p risoner was defended by C harles 
N. Post. 
T he room was crow ded w ith 
spectators, including m any residents of the 
locality in w hich the crim e was com m itted. 
T he defendant is quite a young m an, of 
lig h t com plexion, a little above m edium 
higkt, of spare build, and probably w ould 
weigh about 105 pounds. 
H is countenance 
and m anner do not betoken the "bad m a n ” 
qualities w ith w hich he has been credited. 
H is dem eanor in Court was th at of eith er 
an innocent m an or one w ho—if guilty of 
so heinous and brutal a crim e as m at 
charged upon h im —m ust be a3 devoid of 
conscience as a stone. 


TH E STOEY OF W ILKES. 
T he first w itness called by th e prosecu­ 
tion was A rchie W ilkes, the m an w ho was 
arrested at the sam e tim e Freem an was. 
H e said ih at him self, F reem an and a m an 
nam ed 
T errill 
were em ployed on th e 
D ekay place, and Feeny was also engaged 
there as cook. 
On the day of the evening 
on w hich Feeny lost his life T errill w ent 
to the D ekay hom e place, acm e m iles off. 
T hat atternoon he and F reem an w ent to 
A ntelope and returned about 10 o’clock at 
night. 
T he cabin has three room s—a sit­ 
ting-room . bed-room and kitchen. 
They 
both had shotguns w ith them , having done 
som e shooting during th e afternoon. Soon 
after they had entered th e cabin F reem an 
com m anded 
W ilees 
to 
take 
hold of 
“ S horty,'' that he was going to 


“ d o a w a y w i t h h i m .” 
W ilkes said th at he guessed F reem an 
was only joking, but the latter replied th at 
he w asn't, and if W ilkes did no t help him 
he would kill him , too. 
W ilkes said he 
tried then to get aw ay, but th at F reem an 
attacked and beat him severely. 
H e th en 
told “S h o rty ” to get u p —th at he was going 
to kill him , and Feeny replied, "A ll right. 
C harley.” 
W ilkes th en told how F reem an picked 
Feeny up, c a rru d him outside and forced 
his head and shoulders dow n into a barrel 
of w ater and held h im there for several 
m inutes, finally leaving him th e r- dead. 
F reem an told W ilkes to go to D ekay's 
bouse and tell th e fam ily they bad fouud 
Feeny iu the barrel, but instead he told the 
real facts. 
D ekay sent w ord to Roseville, 
and the next m orning w itness and D ekay 
w ent to the cabin and found F reem an u n ­ 
der arrest by C onstable L im p h rcy . 
On cross-exam ination w itness" 3aid that 
F eeny was a sm all m au, far gone w ith con­ 
sum ption, and did no t struggle m uch w hen 
F reem en carried him to the barrel.

denied th at he had ever said he w ould put 
Feeny out of th e w ay. 


FREEM AN GETS NERVOUS. 
F red F iiecke. w ho keeps the Twelve- 
M ile H ouse, near the cabin, testifie 1 th at 
F reem an called at I1Í3 house on the n ig h t 
of M arch 6th and told him th e cook was 
dead. 
F reem an seem ed very nervous sn d 
w itness gave him a d rink, although be was 
th en u n d er the influence of liquor. 
W it­ 
ness dressed aud went to th e cabin w ith 
him , w here they found Feeny iu the b a r­ 
rel and dead. 
T hey staid in th e cabin a 
w hile, and as F reem an seem ed nervous 
th ey w ent back to the saloon and got 
an o th er d rink. 
R eturning to th e cabin, 
Freem an got his shot gun and w ent in to a 
bedroom und w ent to sleep.

Mrs. Friecke testified to the fact of F re e ­ 
m an calling and her husband going w ith 
him to the cabin.

then rem arked th a t he w ould bet th at 
W ilkes bad gone to D -kay's place and 
charged him (Freem an) w ith the m urder, 
although he hud told him to tell D ekay 
they had found the body there.

BLOOD IN TH E BEDROOM. 
Freem an then told w itness of a fight he 
had had dow n at the bridge w ith W ilkes 
during th e day.

March 15 h.—Much dissatis­ 
faction is fed in ^.Diversity circles at the 
failure cf the Hon. Horace Davis, Presi­ 
dent of the University, to reside at Berke­ 
ley. 
During the campaign preceding the se­ 
lection of a Presid.-nt, if the discuesiou as 
to the choice may be termed a campaign, 
Mr. Davis, it is said, made promises of res­ 
idence at Berseiey. 
Im m ediately after 
his election he purchased a house near the 
University, and it was given out among 
his friends everywhere, that he would re­ 
move his family and become a perm anent 
resident within the very atm osphere of the 
University itself. To this, it ¡3 alleged, 
Mrs. Davis objected. 
However that may 
be, it is true toat Mr. Davis resides in San 
Francisco, as >:o a ( reat many of the Pro­ 
fessors of the Udiversity, or at least as they 
have done in times past. 
It is alleged, and believed by members 
of the Regency, that President Davis, pres­ 
ence at Berkeley is necessary to a proper 
discipline of the University, and that such 
presence would greatly promote his effi­ 
ciency as President. H e reaches the U ni­ 
versity buildings some time in the m orn­ 
ing, leaving some tim e in the afternoon, 
spending at ¡east a portion of every after­ 
noon giving attention to his private busi­ 
ness in the G den Gate Mills. Thus he is 
running the University and attending to 
the affairs of a laige private business in Sau 
Francisco. 
Members cf the Regency declare that 
unless Mr. Davis will give up his private 
business and devote him se.f wholly to the 
adm inistration of the duties of his office 
his removal will follow inevitably.

Oakland, M arch 15th—The property at 
Pinole purchased several weeks ago, for the 
site of a m eat canning plant, turns out to 
be the Tormev ranch of 1,400 acres. It 
is stated upon reliable authority that the 
scheme is backed by the Armours and the 
syndicate of packers which has for its pur­ 
pose the control of the beef m arket of the 
United States by squeezing out the small 
butchers. 
The syndicate will build extensive abat­ 
toirs near Point Pinole, where they will 
have their stock yards and packing houses. 
The fresh beef will be sold to the markets 
or direct to consumers, as may suit the 
plans of the syndicate, from refrigerator 
depits at San Francisco, Oakland, Sacra­ 
m ento and perhaps other points on the 
coast. 
lu th¡9 m anner it is hoped to control the 
price to be paid the seller for livestock and 
m ake the m arxet for meat. The company 
w ill have its own refrigerator cars ami 
manage its own transportation of m ead. 
The cant cry will enable them to utilize i f 1 
parts 6f th e anim als so that there will be 
no waste. - 
The enterprise is causing considerable 
anxiety to the small butchers, but it is said 
that the syndicate will meet with struo_ 
opposition from some of the big whole­ 
salers and stockm en, who may form a rival 
combination to fight the Armours if thfv 
attem pt any cinch business. 
It is consie- 
ered that the movement means cheaper 
meat for the consumers, but also cutting bf 
prices for live stock.

S ettlers VYlio W ill l>e D isp laced by F ed 
era l T roops. 
A rkansas City, March 15th.—Nearly 
every quarter section of land for eighteen 
miles south of this city, is at present staked 
off and many of them occupied by squat­ 
ters. The report that a company of cavalry 
would arrive this afternoon caused some 
uneasiness, but os the hours rolled by 
without the troops putting in an appear­ 
ance, confidence was restored and a feeling 
of security prevailed. 
This, however, was short-lived, for at 4 
o’clock the news that the President had 
issued a proclamation ordering all the 
settlers off the strip was received. In a 
few m inutes large numbers of men who 
bad staked off their claims aud returned 
here tor i rovisions gathered together on 
street cornels and discussed the situation. 
Some counseled a prom pt compliance 
with the President's order, but others in­ 
sisted th at it was a good plan to hold 
their claims until expelled by the troops, 
and then, as soon as the soldiers were out 
of sight, to return and begin farm ing oper­ 
ations. 
The advocates of the latter plan are evi­ 
dently in the m ajority. The old soldier 
element seems to be the most determined 
to retain their grasp upon their claims. 
Should the soldiers attem pt to remove 
them there will be no organized resistance, 
but it is believed it will take an arm y of 
3,000 men to keep them from settling back 
on the atrip. 
The cattle men here did not receive the 
news of the President’s proclamation order­ 
ing the invading settlers off the strip with 
much interest. 
From Ponca, Willow Springs, Xyceville, 
and other settlements in the outlet, comes 
the news of burning prairies. It seems to 
have been generally agreed upon that the 
first thing for the settlers to do was to start 
a prairie fire, and m uch of the strip has 
been burned 
over. These prairie fires 
served a double purpose. They drove most 
of the cattle before them and also de­ 
stroyed the fodder which those rem aining 
m ight have fed upon. Therefore, the cat­ 
tlemen are naturally depressed over the 
gloomy prospects. 
Hewins, of the Cherokee Strip Cattle 
Company, said to d ay : “ There are now, or 
rather was before the" invasion, about 80,000 
head of cattle on the strip. 
I do not be­ 
lieve the most energetic action on the part 
of the cattlemen and the Government can 
save them from irreparable loss. If left in 
the strip the cattle will starve, for there is 
nothing for them to eat there, and we can­ 
not ship provender to them . 
It would be 
a losing investment. So there we are—80,­ 
000 head of cattle good for DothiDg but 
their hides, glue aud bone-dust.”

A rkansas City (Kan ), March 15th.- 
The bcomers were stampeded into the 
Cherokee strip much the same as cattle 
were stampeded out of it. They miscon­ 
strued the passage of the Oklahoma bill 
into an act providing for the im mediate 
opening of the country to settlement, and 
each colony of boomers was alarmed lest 
it should not be the first on the ground to 
select the choicest town sites and claims. 
They rushed pell-mell over the border, and 
fear was expressed by cooler headB lest 
this prem ature and ill-advised movement 
mav be entirely useless, and that the Gov­ 
ernm ent may deprive them of their ad­ 
vantage and drive settlers out, to await the 
formal opening of the country and give all 
prospective settiers an equal chance. 
This 
view is entertained by only a small m inor­ 
ity. A grfat majority are" already settling 
down on claims as if assured of pertua 
nent residence. They believe now that an 
invasion has been accomplished that the 
I’resident will allow them to rem ain and 
perm it others to take up land whenever 
they arrive. 
The majority of bona fide settlers car­ 
ried on their wegons yesterday enough lum ­ 
ber to construct sm all dwellings, and to­ 
day white tents and wagon-covers dot the 
prairies in all directions, and are being re­ 
placed with less picturesque but more sub­ 
stantial board shanties. 
Especially is this 
the case in the center of the settlem ent at 
Ronca. 
W here only yesterday there was a 
sm all station of one' hundred people on the 
Santa Fe, just over the line from Guthrie, 
Oklahoma, a city of 3,000 inhabitants 
sprung up over night. 
The gambling fraternity is bere in full 
force. The monte man, the wheel of for- 
tuue, the walnut shells with the illusive 
pea, are all being manipulated in the open 
streets with the usual degree of success. 
Several disturbances occurred over these 
gambling devices, and many fights took 
place, but nothing serious resulted. 
At Gutbrie last night a reDorter boarded 
the train in which the representatives of 
the Cherokee Strip Cattle Company were 
returning from the Fort W orth Cattle Men’s 
Convention. Hewins, the President of the 
company, was among the num ber. The 
first information they had of the invasion 
of their leased lands was gained at Guthrie. 
They could not believe it; but a few m in­ 
utes later campfires, surrounded by the in ­ 
vaders themselves, were seen glowing in 
the darkness and confirmed the report. The 
cattle men were greatly disturbed at the in ­ 
vasion, and have appointed a committee to 
notify the Secretary of the Interior of the 
act and ask for troops to restore to them 
the possession of their lands. 
Nn m ilitary force Í9 on the ground now, 
and as far as is known none have been or­ 
dered to proceed thither. Captain Caven- 
augh, comm anding the forces at Guthrie, 
and Captain Burbank at Oklahoma City, 
have both officially notified General Mer­ 
ritt at Leavenworth, comm anding the Da- 
partm ent of the Missouri, of the iuvasion, 
and the cattle company has requested pro­ 
tection frum W ashington. 
No replies, as 
far as known, have been received to these 
dispatches, and surely no orders have been 
given to move troops into the invaded 
countiy. 
L ater —The cattle men are completely 
routed. Fences have been cut, the grass is 
burned, cattle stampeded ana the range 
completely destroyed, for the near future 
at least. They wiil be compelled to get 
their cattle toaether as well as possible and 
hunt other pastures. 
Professor Coppak, of the Indian chil­ 
dren’s schools, telegraphed last evening for 
troops to expel the boomers from the In ­ 
dian school lands, as many not knowing 
the boundary, located therein.

T lie P en sio n D ep a rtm en t O verrun W ith

W ashington, March 15th.—Pension Com­ 
missioner Rautn has issued a letter to Con­ 
gress saying that he will not hereafter 
answer letters requesting the status of pen­ 
sion cases or m ake cases special unless an 
affidavit is made showing the applicant to 
be an object of charity or in a critical phys­ 
ical condition. 
Raum says Congressmen are sending be­ 
tween 4,000 and 5,000 requests weekly for 
the status of cases, and to answer these re­ 
quests the tim e of over oue hundred clerks 
is required; that it does no good to give 
this information, as claimants wiil learn 
their status w ithoat asking when their 
esses are taken np for consideration. After 
this economy of the tim e of employes, 
Raum informs the Senate Committee on 
Pensions that he will adjudicate every 
pension case now pecdiDg, over 400,000, 
within eight m onths. 
AN ATTORNEY APPOINTED. 
The Attorney-General appointed Calvert 
W ilson as Assistant United States Attorney 
for Arizona. 
At a meeting of the Republican members 
of the Senate Committee on Privileges and 
Elections, held to-day. Hoar subm itted the 
first draft of the House report on the case 
of Senators from Moutana. 
After slight am eudm ents it was adopted 
as the report of the majority, to be pre­ 
sented to the Senate on Monday or Tues­ 
day. Gray will probably present a m inor­ 
ity report W ednesday. 
THE WORLD'S FAIR. 
For the firet tim e since 
the House 
decided the 
question of site, the full 
Committee of the W orld’s F air m et to­ 
day, and received the report of the sub­ 
committee, in the shape of a bill providing 
ior a fair, with the am endm ents made to 
suit tbe wishes of the Chicago people. 
The proceedings were not entirely harm o­ 
nious, and before the conclusion of the 
session it became evident that New York 
representatives were disposed to differ from 
the sub-committee in respect to the finan­ 
cial scheme and other im portant details. 
As soon as the first section of the bill 
had been read, providing that the fair be 
inaugurated in 1892 at Chicago, H atch 
moved to strike out the word “inaugurated” 
and insert “held,” his object being to re­ 
quire the fair to be held in 1892 and not in 
1893. Rejected. 
Another divergence of opinion was m ani­ 
fested when tbe fifth section was reached. 
This section empowers the National Com­ 
mission to accept the site and plans for tbe 
building tendered by the Illinois corpora­ 
tion, after they are satisfied that said corpo­ 
ration has an actual, bona fide and valid 
subscription to its capital stock of at least 
$5,000,000, of which not less than $500,000 
is in, and a further sum of $5,000.000, 
making in all $10,000.000, be provided by 
said corporation in am pie time for its need­ 
ful use during the prosecution of the work 
for the complete preparation for said expo­ 
sition. 
Beiden offered a resolution to the effect 
that it is inexpedient to adopt a bill on the 
subject of a W orld's Fair until Chicago 
furnished a site and $10,01X1,000 security. 
This resolution was debated at some length 
and modified to read as follow*: 
“ When 
the guarantee fund of $10,000,000 be se­ 
cured, the sufficiency and legality of which 
will be satisfactory, the committee will re­ 
port the pending bill with such am end­ 
ments ss the committee may agree upon.” 
The debate upon this propcsition was 
continued until the 
committee became 
weary, and they immediately adjourned 
until Monday. 
The Chairman, and H itt, Bowdon and 
Springer expres8ed the opinion that Chi­ 
cago had already given sufficient guaran­ 
tees but the New York and St. Louis people 
insisted upon having the m atter more ac­ 
curately defined. 
During the discussion the Chairman pre­ 
sented a paper signed by Lyman Gage, 
Cnairman of the Finance Committee of 
Chicago, in which he stated that a valid 
subscription had been made to the Illinois 
corporation to the am ount of $5,000,000 and 
more, and that he assured the committee 
the additional $5,000,000 would be forth­ 
coming for the purposes of the fair in 
ampie time, as was duly provided for in 
the bill. 
The bill reported by the sub-committee 
is sim ilar in m any respects to the bill 
originally reported to the House. 
AN ELECTION BILL. 
Representative Lodge 
introduced 
his 
federal election bill in the House to-day. 
The bill is a combination of the Australian 
system with the Federal control of elec­ 
tions 
The Australian system, as in force 
in Massachusetts, is adapted and applied to 
the whole country in all Congressional and 
Presidential elections. 
Voters who cannot 
read and write, and consequently cannot 
mark their own tickets, m ay have their 
tickets m arked for them by ODe of the 
Supervisors in the presence of another rep­ 
resenting the other party. 
Prim ary elections are in control, but 
upon the petition of five hundred voters 
any district the Federal Government as­ 
sumes all the functions of the State, and 
takes absolute control of the polls under 
the same regulations which apply to State 
control. The voter who purposely allows 
any one to know how he is about to vote, 
or any persons who endeavors to induce a 
voter to show his m arked ballot, shall be 
subject to a fiue of from $50 to $500, and 
large fines and penalties are to be imposed 
for the destruction of election posters or 
supplies, or for filing false certificates or 
nominations, or for failure of election offi­ 
cers in their duties. 
FELTON AND BROOKS’ CLAIM. 
Congressman Clunie has appeared before 
tbe Committee on Claims in behalf of the 
claim of Charles N. Felton for $10.000, 
who, while he was United States Treasurer, 
was deceived by a clerk's forgeries to that 
amount. 
Another claim was also looked 
after. 
W hen Samuel C. Brooks was re­ 
tired as Treasurer his accounts were fonnd 
to be $10,000 short. 
His clerk, Borneman, 
was suspected and indicted, but afterward 
acquitted. The Court found that Brooks 
was altogether blameless in the affair, and 
the Court of Claims agreed in tbe decision. 
The Comm iiteeon Claims decided to recom­ 
mend the satisfaction of both claims. 
CONSCIENCE CONTRIBUTION. 
The President to-day received a con­ 
science contribution of $45 in an envelope 
postmarked Coeymans, N. Y. The sum 
was forwarded to Treasurer Huston and 
placed to the credit of the conscience fund. 
CAMERON Al'POINTED. 
The President appointed Angus Comeron 
of Wisconsin a Commissioner to negotiate 
with the Cherokees and other Indiana for 
certain lands, in place of Lucius Fairchild, 
who resigned. 
TROOPS ORDERED OUT. 
Adjutant-General 
Kelton 
telegraphed 
General Merrill, at Fort Leavenworth, to 
use troops if necessary and with prudence, 
as heretofore, to enforce the proclamation 
issued to-day by the President relative to 
the intruders upon the Cherokee strip 
lands. This order was sent by direction 
of the Secretary of W ar.

It is the desire of the committee 
that the consideration of said bill be con­ 
tinued without delay until final action is 
taken thereon. That course will be taken 
as to tbe Idaho bill as soon as tbe Wyoming 
bill shall be concluded. Further considera­ 
tion of the Wyoming bill is not to be 
moved until March 25th. 
Tha committee further desires that as 
soon as the Idaho bill is disposed of the 
House shall then take up any other bills 
for the admission of States previously re­ 
ported by the Committee on Territories, 
and h»7e the consideration thereof con­ 


tinued with as little interruption as prac 
ticable by the other business of the House 
and the committee will proceed to con­ 
sider the bills_ for the enabling Acts for 
Arizona and New Mexico, and both shall 
be reported favorable or adversely at an 
early day. 
The Democratic members of the com­ 
mittee did not regard this resolution as 
sufficiently binding on Republicans as to 
take np the New Mexico and Arizona bills 
and Springer offered a resolution, which 
was lost by a party vote, that on W ednes­ 
day, March 25'h next. the House wiil take 
up and consider in the House several bills 
providing for the admission of Wyoming, 
Idaho. New Mexico and Arizona as States 
into the I nion in the order named, and 
this order shall continue from dav to dav 
thereafter until all such bills have been 
considered and finally acted upon.

W O O L T A R IF F . 


W h at th e W ays am i M ean* C o m m ittee 
P ro p o se. 
W ashington, March 15th.—The follow­ 
ing is said to be tbe duty on wool adopted 
by the majority of the Ways and Means 
Committee in tbe proposed tariff 
bill: 
W orsted or other woolen yarns worth less 
than 40 cents per pound 'three times the 
duty on a pound of unworsted wool of the 
first class and 35 per cent, ad valorem. 
Yarns worth 40 cents per pound three and 
a half times as much 8S the raw wool of 
the first class and 4S per cent, ad valorem. 
A arcs costing 40 cents per pounds four 
times the duty on the raw wool of the first 
class and 50 per cent. 
Ready-made clothing and wearing ap­ 
parel, plush, knit goods and goods made of 
felt, wholly or in part worsted, of wool or 
other anim al hair, four and a half times 
the duty on the raw wool of the first class 
and 60 per cent ad valorem. 
Indies’ cloaks, dolmans, jackets, etc , 
same duty as for wearing apparel. 
Bind­ 
ings, braids, etc , 70 cents per pound and 
60 per cent. 
Axminster, moquettes and 
chinilli carpets 50 cents per square yard 
and 30 per cent, ad valorem. Saxony, W il­ 
ton and tournay 50 cents per square yard 
and 30 per cent. Three-ply ingrain dyed 
in wool 17 cents pet square yard and 30 
percent. Venetian and two-ply ingrains 
12 cents per square yard ad valorem. 
Druggets and backings, dyed, printed, 
colored or otherwise, 20 cents per square 
yard and 30 per cent. Carpets or carpeting 
of flax, wool or cotton, not otherwise spe­ 
cified, 12 cents per square yard and 30 per 
cent. 
Matts, rugs aod other portions of 
carpets or carpetings shall pay the same 
duty imposed on carpets of like characters 
and descriptions. 


SEA L F IS H E R IE S . 


T h e T erm s o f th e L ea se to tlie N orth 
A m erican C om m ercial C om pany. 
W a sh in g t o n, March 16th. — Secretary 
W indom to-day made public the terms of 
the lease to the North American Commer­ 
cial Company, for a term of twenty years 
from May 1, 1890, to the exclusive right to 
engage in the business of taking fur seals 
on the islands of St. George and St. Paul, 
in the Territory of Alaska. 
The company agrees to pay the annual 
rental of $60,000, and a tax of $9 62J on 
each skin taken and shipped, and fifty 
cents for each gallon of oil sold. 
The company is to deposit United States 
bonds of $50,000 face value, as security for 
the rental. The company is to furnish to 
natives such quantities of dried salmon, 
salt and salt barrels, as the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall determine; eighty tons of 
coal annually; comfortable dwellings, to be 
kept in proper repair; school-houses, and 
competent teachers eight m onths in each 
year; a bouse for religious worship; physi­ 
cians and medical supplies, and all the 
necessaries of life for widows aDd orphans, 
and the aged and infirm . 
The payments are to be made on or be­ 
fore April 1st each year, begining April 1, 
1889. 
The company is to lurnish to the 
natives employment and to give them a 
jost compensation therefor. The company 
binds itself to abide by the regulations of 
the Treasury Departm ent and bv any lim i­ 
tations on their right to kill seals that the 
Secretary 
of the Treasury shall judge 
necessary under the law for the preserva­ 
tion of the seal fisheries. 
The num ber to be killed during the first 
year is not to exceed 60,000. The agents of 
the company are not to keep, sell, give or 
dispose of liquors to the Indians. 
The 
Secretary of the Treasury can term inate 
the lease on proof that its provisions have 
been violated. 


SEC R E TA R Y TRA CY. 


H e is S tirrin g T hing* Up in tlie N hvj- 
D ep a rtm en t. 
W ashington, March 15th. — Secretary 
Tracy is m aking it lively for the delin­ 
quent bureau officers in his departm ent. 
H e assisted in rather an interesting scene 
at the departm ent yesterday afternoon, 
during which he and the Paymaster-Gen­ 
eral ot the Navy, Commodore Fulton, had 
some warm words that led to the presenta­ 
tion of the latter's resignation es Chief of 
the Bureau of Provisions and Clothing. 
The Secretary did not hesitate about ac­ 
cepting it, but forwarded it at once to tbe 
President for final action. 
Tbis morning, just before he left the city, 
he designated Commodore Dewey, Chief of 
the Burean of Equipm ent and Recruiting, 
to act as Paymaster-General pending the 
appointm ent of Commodore Fulton's suc­ 
cessor. 
The exact reason for the disagreement 
cannot be learned. Unnecessary delays on 
various works have come sharply to the 
the notice of the Secretary, and it' is con­ 
siderad likely that the scene at the Depart­ 
m ent yesterday, aud his departure this 
morning for Norfolk, indicate bis intention 
of m aking a personal investigation into a 
system that may result in some radical 
changes. 
H is visit to Norfolk is understood to be to 
investigate the causes of delay in the com­ 
pletion of the new cruiser Baltimore, which 
is receiving her finishing touches at Ports­ 
m outh. This expedition is thought to be 
the precursor of an extremely vigorous 
policy in the future with relation to the do­ 
mestic affairs of his department.

T h e B a seb a ll R eserv e R u le C annot be 
E n forced . 
P h il a d e l p h ia , March 15th.—The Court 
of Common Pleas this m orning rendered a 
decision in the suit of the Philadelphia 
League Club against W illiam H allm an. 
The Court refuses to grant the injunction 
asked for, to restrain H allm an from play­ 
ing with the Philadelphia Players’ Club. 
H allm an played with the Philadelphia 
League Club last season, and the latter 
claimed that, under the “reserve rule,” the 
club held an option on his services for 
1890. 
In tbe course of his decision, which is a 
lengthy one, Judge Thayer says a careful 
reading of paragraph IS discloses there is 
nothing whatever contained in it to bind 
a player to sign another contract. 
All that 
is exacted was that the club should have 
the privilege of reserving him for another 
year, but they failed to state upon what 
terms. This failure renders the contract 
incomplete and Inefficient, and the fault 
lies with the Philadelphia Baseball Club, 
as the contract was drawn up in their inter­ 
est. 
If it were true, as claimed by their coun­ 
sel, that tbe contrae: birds the defendant 
to sign a sim ilar contract each year, it is 
then apparent that he most sign it so long 
as it may suit his employers. 
Paragraph 17 of the contract states that 
the club has a right to discharge a player at 
ten days’ notice for any cause, and by this, 
in conjunction with their reading of para­ 
graph 18, H allm an has sold him self for 
life to ihem , at a salary of $1,400 a year. 
He has do further hold on them than ten 
days’ notice, and is at their mercy. It is 
perfectly apparent that such a contract is 
so unfair and lacking in m utuality, that no 
Court of equity would lend itself to its en­ 
forcement,

W iggin s, th e C anadian P rofessor, 
B ro k en L oose A gain . 
Ottawa, March 15th.—ProfessorE Stone 
Wiggins, the Canadian weather prophet, 
has cast his usual pessimistic horoscope, 
and now predicts a violent storm, which he 
says will be felt all over the wotld, and will 
reach Europe from the 17th to the 19th 
instant. H e threatens to let it burst over 
this continent between the 21st and 22d 
inst. Nothing shcrt of a miracle, he says, 
will prevent the destruction of shipping 
that may be caught out of harbors. 
He 
will also furnish volcanic eruptions and 
earthquakes, which will take place in the 
south, and he likewise promises not to for­ 
get the Pacific Coast or Europe. 
During the last two years, he says, there 
have been unusual planetary actions over 
our N orthern Pacific ocean, and in Japan 
and China. 
This powerful attraction has 
contracted those parts of the planet, caus­ 
ing earthquakes, volcanic eruptions and an 
oveitlow of the Yellow river, which swept 
over a large area aud drowned thousands 
of people. 
The erudite prophet is quite certain that 
his 
universal patent compound world- 
destroyer will originate in the Northern 
Pacific, and it will be most dangerous on 
the ocean on account of tidal waves. 
The Wiggins storm will be very heavy in 
America. 
One part of it will move up the 
Mississippi valley and the northeast cur­ 
rent will move over to Quebec to meet and 
welcome it. 
The gale will blow as heavily 
as its prophet has been wont to do, but 
from thesoutheast and east in tbe maritime 
provinces and tbe eastern United States.

EXILES. 


Czar 
F ea rs 
w h o Uays th e 
A m erica . 
L ondon, March 15th.—The attention of 
Sergius Stepniak, tbe Russian Liberal, was 
called to-day to the fact that some portion of 
the press expressed doubt as to tbe authen 
ticity and trustworthiness of the lecently 
published accounts of outrages to which 
the political prisoners of Siberia were sub­ 
jected. Stepniak said the m ain features of 
these accounts were fully corroborated by 
such portions of tbe official report compiled 
by the Russian Government as has been 
given to the public. 
Speaking in reference to the views of the 
Russian adm inistration of prisons, as pub­ 
lished in the London Times yesterdav, 
Stepniak say9 it is alm ost impossible to ex­ 
aggerate the suffering of political prisoners 
in Siberia at the hands of the prison 
officials. 
‘ 
The great m erit of K ennan's accounts Í9 
that they are based on facts, learned not 
only from the prisoners, but also from the 
prison officials themselves. 
The Rus-ian view is that Western writers 
have idealized the Nihilists beyond all re­ 
semblance to reality. This view, Stepniak 
says, is the grossest calum ny. 
The politi­ 
cal exiles, he asserts, are drawn largely 
from the most cultivated class of Russians. 
If self-sacrifice is any proof of the moral 
sentim ent, it must be looked for among 
them . 
The tortures and 
degradations 
which they have experienced in 
prison 
has not been able to extinguish their moral 
sense. 
Stepniak expressed a conviction that the 
agitaiion in America in behalf of reform 
in the treatm ent of political prisoners in 
Siberia cannot fail to have its influence 
with the Russian officials from the Czar 
down. 
He feels confident it will result in 
mitigating the severity of the treatm ent 
which is now enforced against political 
exiles.

P aris, March 15th.—Colonel Stcffel is a 
man of no ordinary stuff. 
We still rem em ­ 
ber the sensation which was produced 
when, during the sieee of Paris." and by 
order of tbe provisional Government of 
national defense, the reports which he had 
written from Berlin as m ilitary attache of 
the French Legation were published. These 
reports were a continual and most saga 
cious warning. 
At a rime when the m ili­ 
tary strength of Prussia was despised at the

H e sent and received 
dispatches written in cipher. 
Colonel Slof- 
fel has now come out with a pamphlet 
which cannot but make a great noise in 
Europe. 
It is written in contravention of 
the almost universal opinion in France. 
The title of ‘ olo rel Stoffel’s pam phlet is 
significant—“On the Possibility of a Future 
Franco-German Alliance.” 
Against whom will sucb an alliance be 
directed.' 
Against Russia. 
It is impossi­ 
ble to go more directly against tbe opiuiona 
and prejudices of the day. Stoffel justifies 
what at present will be regarded as a bold 
paradox. 
He considers that the loss of 
Aisace and Lorraine has been to France 
more than a material loss—it has deprived 
her of her security. 
A battle lost on the 
present frontier would place Paris in a fort­ 
night at the mercy of the conqueror. 
“The fate of ourcountry,” hesays, “ac'u- 
allv depends ou the issue of a single battle 
fought on the frontier, and tbis bare fact 
places France in a hum iliating and intoler­ 
able condition. It is not necessary to have 
meditated much on the state of Europe to 
perceive that the danger which threatens 
civilized nations is at the east, where it in­ 
creases every day, slowly but surely. When 
Russia has at her head a conquering Czar, 
now will the Occidental people, if they are 
still disunited, resist the formidable press­ 
ure of the Slavic race ? 
It will be a war of 
civilization against barbarism, and the m o­ 
m ent may then come when there will be 
accomplished for Europe the prophecy of 
Napoleon at St. Helena, ‘Republic or Cos­ 
sack.’ ”

SUPERFICIAL THOUGHT. 


Som e o f t i l e Serious Kvil* E ng en d ered by 
tlie H abit. 
_ IKrom the Philadelphia Ledger. | 
ll it cannot lie said id any human being 
that lie does not think at all, it can be 
saiil ol very few that they think deeplv, 
truly and earnestly. 
W hile thought is 'a 
privilege so dear that none would he will­ 
ing to forego it, it is strange that so many 
of us are content to partake so sparingly of 
it. 
Most of us skim over its waves w ith­ 
out ever attem pting to sound its depths. 
W e think about many things, but seldom 
through anything. 
Yet the evils of this 
habit of superficial thinking are serious, 
though seldom brought into notice. 
One 
of these is the arrogance and self-suffi­ 
ciency which it 
frequently engenders. 
The old proverb, “A little learning is a 
dangerous thing,” may be quite as |>erti- 
nently applied to thinking. 
For the nar­ 
row, superficial thinker always imagines 
him self vastly superior to his neighlmrs. 
H e is puffed up in his own esteem by the 
hasty conclusions which lie has formed,, 
and proceeds to enlighten the mental 
darkness which he supposes 
to 
exist 
around him. 
W ith such a spirit lie sim­ 
ply antagonizes those he is endeavoring to 
instruct, and loses whatever influence he 
might have had. 
T here are many kinds of pride—pride 
of wealth, of name, of birth, of social 
standing or popular esteem—hut none is 
quite so offensive as that of an imagined 
m ental superiority. 
It looks down upon 
others with a supercilious 
compassion 
which awakens all the resentment of hu­ 
man nature. 
Deeper and truer thought 
banishes this delusion and makes a man 
modest as nothing else can. 
For it is al­ 
ways discovering mistakes that he has 
made,and must correct, mental work done 
th at must be uudone, hasty conclusions 
that must be repudiated, erroneous judg­ 
ments that must be reversed. 
Instead of 
laving down the law with absolute cer­ 
tainty, the true thinker is better pleased 
to put his convictions to every test. 
Even 
when he is fully persuaded of their truth, 
he has no desire to force them upon o th ej^^» 
knowing such a method to be utterly 
' 
availing. 
In the last number of tlie 
Chautauquan we read : 
“Benjamin F rank­ 
lin, one ot the most rem arkable minds of 
our revolutionary period, or_of_auy ace, 
attributed his success in influencing others 
to his custom of so modestly and deftly- 
conveying his ideas that his hearers im­ 
agined them their own, and hy treating all 
men as if they were m entally his equals.” 
Such a course would never for one mo­ 
ment occur to the narrow and superficial 
thinker, who is all too eager to impress his 
friends with the same opinion of his own 
mental dignity and imiiortaiice that he 
possesses. 
A nother evil of superficial thinking is 
the impossibility of thus arriving at truth. 
T ruth is many sided, and very few people 
gain a glimpse of all sides of a subject. 
Many _ only see one side, and, fancying 
there is no other, proceed to emphasize 
that one out of all true proportion. 
In 
their zeal they injure even their own cause, 
for the value and beauty of an idea depend 
fargeiy upon its reintian to other ideas, 
and when they are left out it must suffer. 
H e who would discover the truth in any 
departm ent of life must never lie content 
with his first crude thoughts upon it, how­ 
ever im plicitly he may believe in them . 
Still less must he try to air them for the 
benefit of others. 
He must rather try and 
test them by looking equally at all sides, 
and finding out what place they hold in 
the grand sphere of truth. 
W hen people 
talk lightly and glibly of having “made 
up their minds” about tilings on which 
the wisdom of mankind is still divided, we 
may as well conclude that they would be 
intellectually better off’ if their minds 
were in a less finished condition. 
Perhaps the greatest of all the evils 
produced by superficial thinking is the 
cruelty inflicted by hasty and ill-formed 
judgm ents of people. 
In this respect, it 
would certainly he far better not to think 
at all. 
The shallow thinker, w ithout in­ 
tending it, may wound and injure his fel- 
low-men by simply uttering the thoughts 
th at come uppermost. 
H e notices an 
action or a habit of which he disproves, 
and straightway forms his idea of the man 
or the woman on this slender basis. 
But 
hum an nature, or the character of anv 
single indivinual, is too intricate and com­ 
plex to be thus disposed of. 
There is such 
a variety of motives, influences and ten- 
dences, some harm onizing and some con­ 
flicting with each other, some strengthen­ 
ing and some weakening the desires and 
the will, that one who even attem pts to be 
fair and just stands appalled at his under­ 
taking and ready to confess his inability. 
This does not argue any confusion of mind 
as to right and wrong. 
Indeed, whoever 
has the clearest ideas on this point, while 
he may criticise himself the most, will 
usually condemn others the least. 
The 
deeper and truer the thought, the fewer 
and the more charitable will be the judg­ 
ments. 
It may be said that life is too short and 
too busy for most of us to allow of deep 
thought and accurate conclusions. 
If this 
be so, surely it ought to make us at least 
careful and modest in our assertions. 
I t is 
not absolutely essential that we should 
form decided opinions cm every subject cm------- 
which we may think, but it is very neces­ 
sary th at we do Dot form false ones. 
W e 
are not called upon to disenss or pro­ 
nounce upon the character of onr fellow- 
men, but we are bound by the most sacred 
obligations to avoid unjust accusations. 
On very many subjects it is ofien more 
loyal to the truth to hold our judgm ent in 
suspense than to draw hasty interences. 
And if we do this when we mav and 
should, we shall be better fitted to form 
just decisions when duty calls for them. 
But the habit of superficial thinking is one 
which weshould avoid as much as possible. 
It is far oftener the result of mental indo­ 
lence than of pressing bu.-iness. 
I t is 
better to think deeply ou a few subjects 
than to skim over a thousand, and if we 
once form the habit of doing so we shall 
soon find it satisfactory and pleasurable.
